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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Bumham-on -Crouch  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman?  Madam  and  Gentlemen? 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report 
upon  the  health  of  your  Urban  District. 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  1955  was  14.8  pei*  thousand 
of  the  population.  The  corrected  rate  was  17.6  per  thousand. 
This  compares  with  the  birth  rate  for  England  & Wales  for  1955 
of  15.0  per  thousand.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1954  were 
17.8  and  15.2  respectively. 

From  these  figures  it  v/ill  be  seen  that  the  decline 
in  births  follows  the  national  trend.  The  reason  for  the 
crude  rate  being  sli^tly  below  the  national  average  is  due 
to  the  relative  shortage  of  young  married  people  living  in 
Burnham. 


The  crude  death  rate  for  1955  was  I4.I  per  thousand 
of  the  population.  The  corrected  rate  was  10,3  per  thousand. 
This  compares  vifith  the  death  rate  for  England  & T/Vales  for  1955 
of  11,7  per  thousand.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1954  v/ere 
8,8  and  11,3  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 

was  one. 


As  the  population  is  getting  older  we  must  be 
prepared  for  a slight  rise  in  the  death  rate.  Your  toim? 
hov/ever?  continues  to  compare  favourably,  both  as  regards 
births  and  d.eaths?  with  the  country  as  a whole. 

During  the  year  220  cases  of  measles  v/ere  notified 
compared  with  2 in  the  previous  year.  Measles  is  a virus 
disease  of  childhood  and  tends  to  become  epidemic  every  two 
years.  It  is  thou^t  that  this  is  due  to  the  fresh  influx 
of  young?  susceptible  children  reaching  school  age.  As  regard 
other  diseases  very  few  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  large  influx  of  tourists  during  the  Summer  months 
means  that  your  Health  Department  is  much  concerned  with  the 
standard  of  hygiene  in  food  shops  and  catering  establishments. 
That  there  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year 
is  very  gratifying  but  only  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned 
will  ensure  continued  safety. 
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There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  reported  during 
the  year  and  it  is  prohahle  that  "by  now  there  is  very  little 
immunity  to  this  disease  locally.  It  is  to  he  hoped,  therefore, 
that  most  or  all  of  our  children  will  have  heen  immunised 
against  poliomyelitis  before  this  disease  attacks  our  to\m. 

During  the  year  I was  much  helped  hy  your  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  K.V.  Sproat,  who  left  your  service  shortly  after 
the  end  of  the  year  to  take  up  an  appointment  at  Gravesend.

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The  external  painting  programme  for  the  year  consisted 
of  78  properties  and  a total  of  229  visits  were  made  in  connec- 
tion with  the  supervision  of  this  work  and  that  of  the 
installation  of  hot  water  systems.  During  the  year  the  contract 
for  the  installation  of  hot  water  systems  in  17  houses  in  Dorset 
Road  and  V/estem  Road  was  completed.
